for the shooting: 


Detective E. White said that 
on .April 23, he went to the}! 
casualty section of the W’town 
Hospital. He saw the defendant 
there being treated for a bullet 
wound in the right buttock. 


When asked what happened, 
Grouios said he was out for a 
walk and was looking in the 
window of a house when a man 
shot him. It was not far from 
his own home. 


Grouios said in the box that 
he went to bed at about 10.00 
p.m. after being out and got up 
again at 2.00 am. as he could 
not sleep. He went for a walk 
but did not know why he went 
into the man’s home.’ 


When he saw the rifle. he 
jumped over the fence and felt 
a bullet hit him. He went home 
and got his wife to get someone 
to take him. to hospital. .

There has been'a large in- 
crease in the number of pedes- 
trians killed on Victorian roads. 

The Victorian Division’ on the 
National Safety Council of Aus- 
tralia released figures today 
showing that, during the first 
four months of this year, 71 


“pedestrians have died as a re- 


sult of accidents involving motor 


‘vehicles. 


, Last year the figure for the 


, same period was only 56. 


é 


The Council's Manager for 
Victoria, Mr. G. I. Mallock, said 
that the rise of 28 per cent in 
pedestrian deaths was shocking 
preof that pedestrians themselves 
were largely to blame for the 
inerease. 


Police reports showed that 7 


road accidents were responsible 
for their own deaths. They com- 
prised 30 per cent of all road 
fatalities, 

Mr. Malloch said that both the 
National Safety Council and the 
Victorian Police could not ascribe 
the reason simply to the fact 
that there were more pedestrians 
and cars on the roads this year. 

He said that many pedestrians 
were committing an offence at 


the time of the accident by walk- | 


ing on the road when a footpath 
was provided. Others were walk- 
ing on the same side of the road 
as the motor traffic. The law 
requires that when walking on 
roads, pedestrians must walk 
against the direction of the 
motor traffic. . 

Mr. Malloch said that people 
were still dashing across roads 
unthinkingly.
